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A  bright  orange  flower  that  demands  attention,  not 
through  actions,  but  through  beauty,  that  was  my  friend 
Lily.  A  tall  strong  flower  that  bends  with  the  wind  and 
always  returns  to  her  upright  position,  that  was  Lily.  A 
flower  that  blooms  for  a  brief  but  poignant  time,  that 
too  was  Lily. 

Lily  was  my  soul  mate  and  my  inspiration  for  five 
years.  She  survived  bone  cancer  only  to  be  dragged  down 
by  a  chemotherapy-induced  leukemia.  I  remember  Lily 
for  her  strengths.  She  taught  me  dedication  and  cour- 
age. She  taught  me  to  revere  life  and  to  laugh  at  misery. 
Lily  had  strength  of  body  and  of  character.  Every  day 
that  she  was  not  wretchedly  sick  from  chemotherapy  she 
would  attend  school.  She  would  drag  herself  around 
school  on  her  prosthetic  leg  and  her  crutches.  Her  spirit 
was  undaunted.  When  she  was  asked  how  she  was  doing, 
she  never  said  bad.  She  was  either  "good"  or  "not  so 
good." 

Lily  was  dedicated  to  curing  herself  and  to  accom- 
plishing her  goals.  While  undergoing  chemotherapy,  she 
still  managed  to  do  her  schoolwork.  As  a  freshman 
battling  the  fatigue  of  leukemia,  she  was  second  in  her 
class.  She  also  attended  a  Nutrition  class  at  Harvard 
Extension  School  and  earned  an  "A". 

Lily  was  the  most  courageous  person  that  I  have 
known.  Her  Freshman  year,  she  went  out  for  volleyball. 
She  attended  double  sessions  and  sat  out  only  the  run- 
ning. She  had  to  give  up  playing  after  a  week  because  her 
prosthesis  was  causing  blisters.  She  was  at  the  point 
where  she  could  barely  walk  because  it  was  so  painful, 

yet  she  wanted  to  play.  She  gave  up  volleyball  without  a  word  and  faced  what  was  to  be  her  reality  of  not 

participating  in  athletics.  She  had  courage  to  survive  her  cancer  and  she  had  courage  to  attempt  to  play 

volleyball  which  was  nearly  impossible. 
Though  Lily  was  usually  sick  from  either  chemotherapy  or  a  continuous  cold  and  flu,  she  could  always 

laugh.  She  laughed  at  everything.  I  used  to  make  stupid  jokes  and  she  would  laugh  at  them  no  matter  how  bad 

they  were.  I  think  that  laughing  was  her  way  of  coping. 
Because  of  Lily,  I  have  a  new  perspective  on  life.I  appreciate  every  day  that  I  can  step  out  of  my  house  and  go 

for  a  six  mile  run.  I  attempt  the  impossible  sometimes  and  only  give  in  when  it  is  absolutely  necessary.  I  look 

on  people  who  have  dealt  with  cancer  as  heroes.  I  feel  lucky  that  I  was  able  to  know  Lily,  if  only  briefly.  She 

brightened  my  life.        Maryann  Ashworth

More  than  800,000  black  men  gathered  in  Washington  on  October  16  to  pledge  to  each  other,  their 

families,  their  responsabilitites,  and  their  dignity. 

Some  found  strength  alone. 

The  solitary  perserverence  of  the  Unabomber  achieved  an  eight  page  spread  in  the  Washington 
Post.  It  was  the  first  time  in  the  country's  history  that  violence  succeeded  in  swaying  the  national 

press. 

A  verdict  divided  the  nation. 

OJ  Simpson  was  found  not  guilty  of  the  murders  of  Ron  Goldman  and  Nicole  Brown  Simpson 

after  months  of  deliberation. 

A  tragedy  brought  us  together. 

169  people  were  killed  in  a  bombing  of  the  Federal  Building  in  Oklamoma  City  on  April  19. 

We  struggled  with  prejudice. 

Shannon  Faulkner's  classmates  cheered  when  they  learned  she  had  left  the  Citadel.  She  was  the 

first  female  to  attend  the  Institution.  Women  from  185  countries  gathered  in  Beijing,  China  to 

speak  and  demonstrate  and  listen,  and  to  proclaim  that  "women's  rights  are  human  rights." 

We  hoped  for  peace. 

Cease  fires  and  conferences  and  peace  talks  continued  as  the  Croats,  Muslims  and  Serbs  of  the 
former  Yugoslavia  wrestled  with  their  identity  and  their  common  existence,  and  the  world  sought 

to  stop  the  atrocities. 

Death  came  calling. 

Yitzhak  Rabin  was  shot  in  Jerusalem  at  a  peace  rally  with  the  Palestinians.  Jerry  Garcia  flew  to 
someplace  better  and  left  millions  of  Deadheads  longing  for  more  music.  George  Burns  joined 

Gracie. 

Life  began  anew.

Policies  on  women 
cadets  to  change 

April  16.  Officials  of  the  U.S. 
Military  Academy  at  West  Point 
have  decided  to  introduce  broad 
changes  in  recruitment,  testing  and 
training  of  women,  based  on  an 
assessment  of  their  first  year  at  what 
once  was  an  all-male  institution. 
Among  their  findings:  Women  from 
the  Deep  South  are  poor  prospects; 
college  students  are  more  likely  to 
drop  out  than  women  who  recently 
graduated  from  high  school;  and 
few  recruits  had  any  idea  of  the 
grueling  physical  and  mental  stress 
they  would  encounter.  Of  the  119 
Women  appointed  last  summer,  89 
are  still  at  the  academy.  Officials 
said  some  of  the  physical  tests  will 
be  discarded  and  that  women  will  be 
graded  on  a  different  scale  from  the 
men.

Aug  16.  Millions  of  fans  mourned 
today  for  the  singer  they  called 
"The  King,"  after  Elvis  Presley, 
one  of  America's  most  dynamic  and 
successful  pop  musicians  of  the  last 
20  years,  died  in  Memphis.  He  was 
42  years  old. 

Presley  was  found  unconscious  in 
the  bedroom  of  his  sprawling  man- 
sion, known  as  Graceland,  this  af- 
ternoon. He  was  rushed  to  a  nearby 
hospital  but  pronounced  dead  with- 
in the  hour  from  what  doctors 
termed  "cardiac  arrhythmia,"  or  ir- 
regular heartbeat.  As  news  of  the 
performer's  death  spread,  thou- 
sands descended  around  the  Grace- 
land  perimeter  to  weep  openly  for 
their  fallen  idol. 

Presley's  career  had  been  mostly 
erratic  since  his  stunning  triumphs 
of  the  50's  and  early  60's.  Once  an 
object  of  adulation  to  millions  of 
screaming,  fainting  teenaged  girls, 
he  had  battled  a  severe  weight  prob- 
lem in  recent  years  and  been  public-

Using  a  fast- 
paced  mix  of  skits,  games,  and  songs, 
"Sesame  Street"  sought  to  make 
learning  fun.  Parents  were  amazed  to 
find  their  children  glued  to  the  TV 
set  when  "Sesame  Street"  came  on, 
and  one  study  showed  that  children 
who  watched  the  program  for  six 
weeks  were  better  able  to  identify  let- 
ters, associate  letters  with  sounds,  and 
recognize  and  sort  shapes  than  were 
children  who  hadn't  watched  the 
show.  But  critics  were  worried  that 
"Sesame  Street"  was  cultivating 
new   generation    of  TV    addicts 
Nevertheless,     "Sesame     Street" 
became  so  successful  that  it  was  trans- 
lated and  broadcast  in  countries  all 
over  the  world.

The  ruling 
requires  the  Defense  Department  to 
accept  homosexuals  unless  the  mili- 
tary offers  "some  reasoned  explana- 
tion" for  exclusion.  The  victorious 
defendant  said  this  is  "the  first  time 
a  federal  court  has  recognized  the 
existence  of  homosexuals  in  the  mil- 
itary" (-►  8/14/79).

First  test-tube  baby  is  born  in  London 


July  25.  The  first  baby  to  be  con- 
ceived outside  the  human  body  was 
born  today  to  a  British  couple,  Les- 
ley Brown  and  her  husband,  John. 
The  baby  weighed  five  pounds,  12 
ounces  and  was  delivered  by  Caesar- 
ian section  at  Oldham  General  and 
District  Hospital.  She  has  been 
named  Louise,  and  she  is  normal. 

Mrs.  Brown  was  unable  to  con- 
ceive because  of  a  defect  in  the 
Fallopian  tubes,  which  carry  an  egg 
from  the  ovaries  to  the  uterus  each 
month.  Dr.  Robert  G.  Edwards  and 
Patrick  C.  Steptoe,  the  two  British 
researchers  who  pioneered  the  so- 
called  test-tube  baby  technique, 
removed  an  egg  surgically  from  an 
ovary,  fertilized  it  with  sperm  in  a 
laboratory  dish,  and  implanted  the 
embryo  in  Lesley  Brown's  uterus, 
where  it  developed  normally.  The

The  only  series  of  consecutive  whole  numbers  whose  sum  is  22  is  4+5+6+7.  What  is  the  value  of  the 
smallest  number  of  the  only  series  of  consecutive  whole  numbers  whose  sum  is  1996? 

This  is  a  typical  contest  problem  from  the  New  England  Mathematics  Competition  (NEML). 
Quincy  High  School's  top  mathematic  students  in  the  junior  and  senior  classes  regularly  tackle  such 
problems  as  they  compete  annually  in  six  thirty-minute  contests.  The  students  prepare  for  the  NEML 
competition  by  participating  in  the  Continental  Mathematics  League  in  their  freshman  and 
sophomore  years.  Coaches  for  the  competitions  are  mathematics  teachers  Maureen  Berggren,  Judy 
Bielski,  Patricia  Gorman,  Patricia  Quintiliani,  Evelyn  Ryan,  Virginia  Snell,  and  Thomas  Walsh. 

The  mind  of  a  great  mathematician  is  like  the  body  of  a  great  athlete:  strong,  supple,  swift  and 
graceful.  Just  as  an  athlete  must  train  rigorously,  the  best  mathematics  work  out  regularly,  taking  on 
puzzles,  mind-benders  and  even  those  most  dreaded  word  problems!  This  year,  Quincy  High  School's 
top  mathematician  was  Jed  Donnelly,  our  NEML  league  high  scorer. 

This  year  eleven  NEML  competitors  from  Math  Analysis  and  Calculus  also  took  part  in  Boston 
University's  Mathematics  Field  Day.  This  October  event  featured  a  multi-media  presentation  on 
chaos  theory  and  fractals.  Fractals  are  essentially  beautiful  and  awesome  pictures  generated  by  —  of 
all  things  —  equations!  As  someone  said  on  the  bus  ride  home,  "Today  I  saw  an  equation  draw  a 
seahorse  riding  on  a  wave,  riding  on  another  seahorse  riding  on  a  wave . . .  and  so  on  to  the  shores  of 
infinity." 

Besides  exploring  mathematics,  the  students  also  got  to  explore  the  BU  campus  and  pick  up  a  lot  of 
information  about  the  college,  its  programs  and  the  scholarships  available  for  great  mathematics 
students.  This  was  a  trip  worth  taking,  and  we'll  do  it  again  in  years  to  come!

Mediation  is  a  process  in  which  a  neutral  third  party  assists  disputants  in 
reaching  their  own  negotiated  settlement.  The  choice  to  participate  is  a  voluntary 
one  on  the  part  of  the  disputants.

This  is  the  first  year  that  Nynex  has  chosen 
Quincy  to  represent  them  for  the  annual  U.S. First 
competition.  The  object  for  this  year's  competition  was 
to  have  a  robot  score  goals  with  two  different-sized  balls. 
There  are  three  ways  a  team  can  score:  the  robot  can 
either  throw  the  ball  into  the  goal  or  on  top  of  the  goal, 
and  a  human  player  can  score  by  throwing  the  ball  into 
the  goal.

It  was  a 
combined  effort  by  both,  North  Quincy  High  and  Quincy 
High,  and  the  results  of  the  team  effort  worked  out  great. 
Thanks  to  Nynex  for  bringing  Quincy  and  North  Quincy 
High  together;  it  made  us  realize  what  a  great  team  we 
can  make.
